BRITAIN’S PATIENCE NEARLY 


EXHAUSTED, SNOWDEN TELLS 
BELGIAN PREMIER IN LETTER 


“It’s All Over,” French Delegates Say—Chan- 
cellor Makes Clear He Expects No More 
Sacrifices From Germany. 


LEADS DRY AGENTS 
TO SON’S STILL TO 
TEACH HIM LESSON 


Kentuckian Insists He Was Do- 
ing “Best Thing for the 
Boy.”

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 24.— 
James Moore insisted he was 
“doing the best thing” for his boy 
and that “it was the only way to 
teach him a lesson.” He led Fed- 


eral officers to his son’s still, in 
the country about 20 miles from 
here, yesterday. His son, William 
Arthur Moore, 20 years old, and 
Eugene Morehead, 40, were tend- 
ing it. Taking his son by the arm, 
Moore said, “Take the boy and let 
the rest go. I want to teach him 
not to mess with whisky.” 

Moore admitted he himself had 
made whisky, saying he “got 
caught, did time and was through.” 
A brother of the prisoner, Blakey 
Moore, told the officers that he 
was the one who discovered that 
William Arthur was operating a 
still. He said he reported it to his 
father and that they decided that 
the best thing to do was to “turn 
him up.” 


FIVE GANGSTERS ON LIST OF 20 
APPEAR AT POLICE ‘‘SHOW UP” 


They Will Be Held 20 Hours, Re- 
leased and Then Rearrested. 
Five of the 20 gangsters on the 
police list of men who are to be 
arrested on sight appeared at this 
morning’s “show up” at Police 
Headquarters. They were: Dewey 
Goebel, Lester Barth, under indict- 
ment for murder and robbery in 
connection with the killing of a 
jewelry salesman in 1925; Tony 
Carmi, said to be alligned with the 
Russo faction: Saro Mantia, indict- 
ed but never tried for the murder 
of Alphonso Palazzolo, and Charles 
Fresina, a gang leader. He was 
released later under a $10,000 com- 
mon law bond. 

After 20 hours of confinement 
the other will be released and re- 
arrested, probably to be taken to 
outlying districts for further ap- 
pearances at “show-ups.”

THE HAGUE, Aug. 24.—Phillip 
Snowden, British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and storm center of 
the Hague reparations conference, 
again moved into the forefront of 
the deliberations today with a let- 
ter to Henri Jasper, Belgian Pre- 
mier, in which he declared the 
British delegation had exercised 
nearly all the patience at its com- 
mand in debating Britain’s de- 
mands for a larger share of Young 
plan payments with her four war- 
time allies, 

Snowdecn’s letter to Jasper made 


clear that Great Britain had no 
desire to have her demands satis- 
fied by a further sacrifice on the 
part of Germany. 

The first consequence of his let- 
ter was an announcement that the 
four other allied creditor powers 
were preparing to confirm their 
verbal offer, which M. Snowden re- 
fused yesterday, in writn g 

Snowden declared in his letter 
that reports were false which said 
that he desired or had solicited a 
concession from the Germans to 
make up the amount neceSsary to 
give back to the British their Spa 
percentage of the payments. 

He emphasized the fact that the 
British delegation could not take 
at their Allies’ estimage the verbal 
offers which have been made him 
during the past week in variously 
amended forms. 

All Over, the French Say. 

He reminded the other creditor 
powers that time was passing and 
that there could not be much 
further delay in coming to a deci- 
sion. 

He cut short a conversation of 
the British with the four other 
creditor Powers, which were count- 
ing on concessions by Germany to 
make possible an increase in the 
British share of reparations, mak- 
ing clear that Great Britain had no 
desire to have her demands satis- 
fied by ‘further sacrifice on the 
part of Germany. 

Pessimism deepened to gloom at 
The Hague as the contents of the 
letter became known this after- 
noon. 

“Tt is all over,” was the com- 
ment of French circles. “We can- 
not go on continually making offers 
which are invariably met with the 
single word ‘No’.” 

A meeting of the six inviting 
Powers which had been previously 
postponed from 4 p. m. to 6 p. m., 
pending examination of the Chan- 
cellor’s ietter was finally aban- 
doned when the text became 
known. 

There will be no further confer- 
ence of those Powers until Snow- 
den has received and passed on the 
written proposals with which the 
four other creditors intended to 
confirm their verbal offers. : 

The next important meeting 
scheduled for the conference re- 
mains the: plenary session of Mon- 
day, but doubts were expressed it 
would ever be held. 

The crisis brought about by this 
new intervention of the head of the 
British delegation created a sens1- 
tion in’ conference circles which, 
though expecting an early termina- 
tion to the work, were unprepared 
for Snowden’s sudden declaration 
that the British had had enough. 

Speculation as to Effect. 

There were different opinions as 
to the consequences of the Chancel- 
lor’s stand. 

The first was that the conference 
would probably end -bruptly with- 
out even holding the plenary ses- 
sion which had been _ originally 
fixed for today but was postponed 
until Monday. 

Another opinion was that it was 
necessary to wind up the confer- 
ence in a proper way, no matter 
what its fate, in order to leave the 
way open for resumption of nego- 
tiations under the most favorable 
conditions possible later on. 

The partisans of this idea main- 
tained that the plenary session of 
the conference on Monday was ab- 
solutely necessary sO that each 
delegation could state its position 
on the reparations question and 
the Young plan. 

Camouflage for tife failure in 
the form of committees of experts 
charged with further examination 
of the reparations question gener- 
ally pending the convocation of a 
new conference, was also men- 
tioned. 

These two men are Briand and 
Stresemann, both of whom expect 
to leave The Hague for their capi- 
tals Monday evening to prepare for 
the September meeting of the as- 
sembly of the League of Nations. 

For nearly three weeks the hope 
of the delegates has been that 
Snowden would recede from his 
demands for a larger share of Ger- 
nian reparations, and for other 
concessions.

Caulfield and then 
only with the understanding that 
if McGauley is tried and convict- 
ed and does not receive a death 
sentence he must serve his life 
sentence in Michigan. 

Advised to Say no More. 

Ahrens’ deposition was taken in 
the Sheriff’s office at Clayton yes- 
terday afternoon by Baldwin’s 
lawyer, former State Senator A. E. 
L. Gardner, in the presence of As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney No- 
ble, Chief Deputy Sheriff Will- 
mann and newspaper. reporters. 
After preliminary formalities, 
Ahrens anounceg that his attor- 
ney had advised him not to make 
any further statements beyond the 
confession made to Chief Kaiser, 
which he asserted was true. 

“When did you first know Bald- 
win?” Gardner asked but Noble 
interrupted, reminding Ahrens that 
he had been advised to make no 
statement. “I will have to refuse 
to answer,” Ahrens said. “T’m in 
deep enough already. I would only 
be hurting myself by saying any 
more.” 

Baldwin leaned over and whis- 
pered to Gardner. Ahrens inter- 
rupted, “I don’t want to hurt you, 
Babe, but I've done enough for you 
as it is.” Baldwin replied, “Well, 
we just want a statement about 
how long you’ve known me.” 


Gardner and Noble then 
changed remarks and Noble in- 
ferred that Gardner might be 
Ahrens’ lawyer. Gardner declared 
the inference was false and asked 
Ahrens who his lawyer was. “I 
don't know his name,” the prison- 
er ~eplied. 

Question About Money. 


Noble asked: “How much money 
have you received and from whom 
for making the statements you 
have made?” Ahrens replied, “I 
don’t know what to say now.” 

“That answer satisfies me” said 
Noble. 

Gardner interjected, “Answer .h. 
question; I think you ought to an- 
swer.” Ahrens refused to answer. 
Noble said, “Yes, he has the privi- 
lege of cefusing to answer that 
question, like the others.” 

For 15 minutes, Gardner asked 
such questions as “Were you pres- 
ent at the Overland bank when 
Phelps was shot?” “Was Babe 
Baldwin there?” “Wil you testify 
at the trial of Baldwin?” Ahrens 
refused to answer each question 
and the hearing was concluded 
after a 30-minute session.

AT WAILING WALL

Martial Law Proclaimed 
With Censorship and 6 
O’Clock Curfew—Britain 
Sends Five Warships. 


ARMORED MACHINES 
PATROLLING THE CITY 


Mohammedans Said to Have 
Attacked Hebrews on 
Way to Their Historic 
Place of Worship. 


LONDON, Aug. 24.—The seri- 
Ousness Of the race riots in Pales- 
tine led Prime Minister Ramsay 
MasDonald tonight to summon his 
cabinet to a special meeting to- 
morrow morning. The first sea- 
lord was recalled from leave. 

The war office ordered the rail- 
way from Cairo to Alexandria 
cleared of traffic to facilitate 
prompt transport of British troops 
to the trouble zone around Jeru- 
salem. It was announced that five 
warships carrying troops had been 
ordered to leave Malta for Pales- 
tine. 

Martial law has been proclaimed 
in Jerusalem and a Government 
censorship of telegrams and cables 
established. 

Latest reports of casualties gave 
18 Arabs and 11 Jews killed, with 
many injured on both sides. 

Abency reports which escaped 
the censorship said that airplanes 
were flying over the city to give 
prompt notice of any further out- 
breaks today, which is the Jewish 
Sabbath, 

Although Jerusalem itself was re- 
ported .quiet, sporadic encounters 
continued in the environs of the 
city. 

By the Associated Press. 

JERUSALEM, Aug. 24.—Spora- 
dic fighting between Jews and 
Arabs continued outside of Jeru- 
salem today but the city itself was 
quiet after last night’s clashes 
growing out of the Wailing Wall 
controversy. 

Thus far 11 Jws and 18 Arabs 
have been killed in the encounters, 
and ‘more than 150 wounded on 
both sides. 

Martial law has been proclaimed 
here and under it no one will be 
allowed in the streets after »6 
o’clock in the evening. Censor- 
ship on telegrams sent abroad also 
has been established. 

The trouble started in the city 
after prayer at a Mosque adjoining 
the Wailing Wall. The Arabs who 
had gathered from neighboring vil- 
lages began an attack on the Jew- 
ish quarters which were successful- 
ly defended by the Jewish inhabi- 
tants and police. 

Excitement was intense. All 
shops were closed and police in 
armored cars dashed through the 
streets in a vain attempt to pre- 
serve order. Among the wounded 
were Wolfgang von Weisel, a cor- 
respondent of the Berlin Vosgische 
Zeitung. 

The assault came as the climax 
to a day of unrest with clashes 
threatened continually between the 
Jews, firm in their conviction of 
right to use the Wailing Wal! for 
worship, and the Arabs, assembling 
by the thousands for their Friday 
prayers at the Mosque of Omar. . 

Arabs previously stoned a group 
of aged Jewish worshipers who 
assembled at the Wailing Wall, and 
assaulted the Jews, one near the 
American colony and another at 
Motza. A Russian Christian, who 
was mistaken by the Arabs for a 
Jew, was severely beaten in the 
old city. 

Communists in Palestine exploit- 
ed the events of recent days with 
a proclamation calling upon “All 
Palestine to break down British 
Imperialism.” 

The Mosiem committee for de- 
fense of the Wailing Wall issued 
an appeal to the Moslems alleging 
responsibility rested upon the 
Jews. The appeal asserted the 
Jews sought to extend their rights 
at the wall and contended: “This 
is a dangerous and inadmissible.” 

The Zionist executive and the 
Nationai Council of Palestine Jews 
issued a “call to national disci- 
pline,” deploring events and cri- 
ticising the action of police az hav- 
ing proceeded “without pity.” The

CAUSING HEAVY LOSSES 


Total Placed by Official at $100,000 
a Day in Seven Counties— 
Rain Needed, 

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Aug. 24.— 
After making a tour of inspection 
over Hot Springs, Garland, Car- 
houn, Clark, Dallas, Grant and Sa- 
line counties, William L. Hall sec- 
retary of the Arkansas Forest Pro- 
tective Association said Arkansas 
undoubtedly is losing over $100,000 
a day through damage by woods 
fires, and that this loss has been 
going on for several weeks. He 
said the damage is not likely to be 
checked until general rains occur. 

“A pall of smoke hangs over 
nearly the entire southern half of 
Arkansas,” he said. 

In some localities residents are 
using every precaution to prevent 
fire from escaping into the timber 
lands, though in other instances an 
attitude of indifference has been 
shown, the official said. Most dam- 
age is being done where there are 
large areas of thinly populated land 
and where no organized effort has 
been made to curb the fires. The 
land is generally owned by Arkan- 
sas townspeople, bankers, mer- 
chants, lawyers and others, though 
considerable of it is the property of 
local and foreign lumber milling in- 
terests.

chiefs, two white handkerchiefs, 


knotted, three .38-caliber revolver 
cartridges and two pairs of canvas 
gloves. 

The flashlight, the first article 
found, had been dropped half a 
mile from the farm. The dogs 
followed the trail easily for the 
next half mile, during which the 
other articles were found, but a 
little farther on lost the scent. The 
trail led in the general direction 
of the nearest county road, on 
which a neighbor reported seeing 
a Ford roadster parked Thursday 
night. 

Sheriff Grothe and deputies vis- 
ited stores in seven St. Charles 
County towns last night in an un- 
successful effort to find the one at 
which the overalls, gloves and oth- 
er articles were purchased. This 
search will be resumed today. 

Finding of $692 concealeG in the 
MissDuebert’s bedroom yesterday 
indicated that robbery was the mo- 
tive for the shooting. Meyer, who 
was shot four times in the head 
and once in the hand, told officers 
he heard his cousin scream about 
8 o’clock Thursday night and found 
her in the farm yard with two 
young men. 

One of the men, he said, ordered 
him to put up his hands and then 
shot him after his cousin had told 
him they had struck her with a 
board. The men then shot the 
woman, Meyer said. After the slay- 
ers had left, Meyer managed to 
reach the telephone and called a 
physician. Miss Duebbert, it was 
found, had been shot in the mouth 
and right hand.

tration of justice. 

The essential difference lies in the fact that 
before national prohibition each community, 
each county and each State was interested 
primarily and almost exclusively in its own 
particular liquor trade difficulty.

Wets Have Made Gains. 

[ am often asked, “‘Don't you really think 
that prohibition is on its last legs, that the 
‘wets’ are gaining, and that most people are 
beginning to see prohibition cannot be en- 
forced?” 

It would be folly to deny that the “wets” 
have made considerable gain in the past fev¢ 
years, In the first place, they have won some 
millions of people to the view that  prohibi- 
tion can’t be enforced. If they can continue 
winning additional numbers to that view, then 
eventually they will be able to put into office 
men who will let the law enforce itself—if it 
can. In a practical way, they have made a 
great gain in securing the repeal of state en- 
forcement laws in New York, New Jersey, 
Montana, Nevada and Wisconsin, throwing the 
entire burden of enforcement upon the Fed- 
eral Government. 

I shal’ not denounce their activities except 
by quoting what Senator Borah has said: 

Bolshevism in Russia, Fascism in Italy, 
military dictatorship in Poland, promised 
dictatorship in other countries, increase 
of arbitary power everywhere, and nulli- 
fication openly preached in the United 

States—they are all whelps from the 


same kennel, they are barking at the

| As to the attitude of the majority of women |

Not long ago I talked to about 200 women 
of an organization in a Western city, nearly 
all of whom were by natural instinct, occu- 
| pation and environment constitutionally op- 
|'posed to prohibition. Nevertheless, most of 
‘them expressed the opinion that the “dry | 
'crows,” as they designated the new national! 
‘administration, skould be given a sporting 
‘chance to make good on their promise of 
enforcement. 

The predominating dry sentiment among 
the women of the country is not noticeabie, 
of course, among those who congregate in 
country clubs and who have plenty of leisure 
and very little work. I am well aware, also, 
that more of the girls and women who are 
employed in offices and industry are driok- 
| ing now than was the case 10 years agu. 
| Nevertheless, anyone who mingles freely with 
‘all classes of women is ound to discover 
very soon that the majority are opposed 
utterly and unalterably to re-establishment ol 
open saloons, and they think any relaxation 
of enforcement is a step in that direction. 
The great majority of women still lean eco- 
nomically upou men, their fathers or their 
husbands. Even if they have property they 
let their men folks handle it. 


Marriage Changes Woman’s Views. 

The saloons not only deprived women of the 
companionship to which they thought they 
were entitled, but saloons absorbed money 
which the women felt they were entitled to 
share. For selfish reasons, quite as much as 
moral reasons, the women of the country will 
continue to be strongly for prohibition. There 
is better furniture in the homes throughout 
the country now than ever before, simply be- 
cause women are able to divert a larger part 
of their husband’s income to household uses | 
than in the days of the saloons. 

The modern girl who makes no protest when 
her escort to dinner produces a pocket flask 
and shares its contents with her, has no pres- 
ent stake in prohibition enforcement. But the 
moment that girl marries, she likely will, 
whether consciously or not, become a support- 
er of prohibition, because she will always be 
unwilling to share any part of her busband’s 
income either with a bootlegger- or a saloon- 
keeper operating legally. So far as the wom- 
en of the country are concerned, prohibition 
has come to stay. 

There is another factor of an intangible 
nature which tends to give permanency to 
prohibition. That is the peculiar characteristic 
of the American people .to attempt and to 
finally accomplish the impossible. That char- 
acteristic was discernible in American par 
ticipation in the World War. We might have 
confined our participation to financial aid to 
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the allies, and to furnishing them with money

JEFFERSON CITY, -Aug. 24.—

company to take over stock con- 
trol of the North St. Leuis Trust 
Co. and the Northwestern Trust Co.

an opinion issued by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Shartel to Finance Commis- 
sioner Cantley. 

Commissioner Cantley previously 
had refused to approve the - olding 
company proposal, and referred it 
to the Attorney-General’s office for 
a ruling. Cantley said the plan 
“smacks.strongly of branch bank- 
ing,”” pointed out that branch bank- 
ing is barred by Missouri law, and 
added that the plan is fraught 
with great danger to the independ- 
ent banking interests of St. Louis 
and this State.” 

The opinion supporting Cantley, 
written by Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral Weatherby and approved by 
Shartel, states that the general in- 
corporation law of Missouri would 
prohibit the holding company from 
engaging in a business which “sa- 
vors of the character of a trust 
company, bank, saving fund, build- 
ing and loan or fiduciary compa- 
ny.” The corporation law. accord- 
ing to Weatherby, does not give 
any corporation organized under 
that act the power or right to ac- 
quire in any manner the majority
